With an increase of over 400 cattle here 
this week, market was dominated by a quieter 
and weaker tone throughout. In early A, im 
of business finished qualities of han á 
weighted heifers and bullocks placed fairly 
oe around previous values, but subsequently 
after eight o'clock matters took a decided! 
slower, if not an actual idle, turn. At ail 
events, fewer buyers were in evidence after 
that hour, and opening prices could not be 
repeated. Ultimately it was discovered that 
supplies were in excess of trade practicable, 
and closing terms might be reckoned a 
1s. per cwt. down over the day’s proceedings, 
The show of cattle in point of quality was, on 
the whole, poor, many drafts being sent for- 
ward too soon, and for these there were 
practically no buyers. Choice quality beasts 
were hard to find; in fact, numbers offered 
proved insufficient for requirements, notwith. 
standing the slower and weaker tone of 
market, Local victuallers appeared to be in 
smaller want, as were shippers, and sellers, 
further handicapped with Ieearinn supplies, 
were obliged to part stocks at less money; 
but market nevertheless failed to clear, and 
closed a poor selling one at: Best handy- 
weight heifers, 268. to 28s,: fancy blacks, 
around 30s. per cwt.; bullocks, 25s. to 26s. ; 
extra, 278. to 28s.; useful secondary sorts, 
22s. to 24s.; rougher, 20s. to 21s. Beef cows 
also more numerous, with plenty of buyers 
for the nice young heifer beast at near late 
rates. Otherwise sales were difficult to push, 
with less money accepted in an effort to clear, 
which, however, failed. Bulls scarce and 
readily placed at firm rates. Best young 
cows, 15s. to 17s.; outstanding, 18s. to 20s. 
per cwt,; secondary, 12s. to 14s.; aged, etc., 
9s. to 1ls., and bulls, 14s. to 18s. 


SHEEP AND LAMBS. 

With larger supplies to deal with and 
buyers in poor form, market moved in an 
uneven groove. Business opened fairly en- 
couraging for the nicer pens of handy- 
weighted sheep and medium-sized fat lambs 
at about previous values, but little progress 
had been made ere @ sagging disposition set 
in, though several shippers were helpful to 
market by larger selections of lambs of suit- 
able class. Choice hoggets and wethers 
scarce, with prices fairly well maintained, but 
ewes proved almost impossible to turn into 
money, as did small, thin lambs, most of 
which were turned out unsold.

Both home dairymen and shippers 
were in fair attendance, but the latter were 
shy and cautious in transactions owing to 
slower trade yonder, and bids for cows, as 
compared with recent money ES disap- 
sise: but for a nice heifer suitable to 
inglish requirements sales were fairly good 
at late rates.

FORMAL EVIDENCE AT 
INQUEST

When the inguest on the four victims 
of the Wallington (Surrey) aeroplane 
accident was opened at Bandon Hill yes- 
terday, it was decided to take only 
formal evidence pending the expert in- 
vestigation into the causes of the accident. 
Squadron Leader F. E. Hellyer, Air 
Ministry’s Inspector of Accidents, sat be- 
side the Coroner. ie 

The names of the victims were :-— 
Captain L. F. Orr, of Dublin, aged 26; 
Captain 58. Miles Fergusson, an 
Australian; Wireless Operators Jeffrey 
Denis Dear and Robert Arbuckle, both of 
them English. They met their deaths on 


Monday last, when, shortly after taking 


off from Croydon, the Imperial Airways 
machine Gabky fell and caught fire in a 
garden at Wallington. 


THE EVIDENCE 


Police Inspector James Baldock stated 
that at 2.4 a.m. in response to a telephone 
message, he went to Hillside Gardens, and 
saw the machine, which was completely 
wrecked and burning furiously, in tho 
gardens of four houses. Together with 
other officers he attempted to approach the 
machine, but it was impossible to render 
any aid owing to the heat. Three minutes 
later a fire tender arrived from the air- 

rt, and with the help of the Carshalton 
Fire Brigade the flames were put out. The 
bodies, severely burned. were taken from 
the wreckage.

A demand for increased wages and ink

These factories employ almost 1,000 
workers throughout the year, and during 
the campaign, or manufacturing season, 
which will begin in a few weeks, they 
employ a total of 3,000 wage-earners.

On Wednesday evening the 
bakers were called out, and yesterday the 
bakeries were besi by people, some in 
motor cars and others armed with bags 
and baskets, who bought as much bread 
as they could secure. The threatened 
shortage of bread has caused much 
anxiety in the town and district. 

Several conferences have been held, but 
without result. It is hoped that the 
Department of Industry and Commerce 
will intervene. Efforts, indeed, are being 
made to bring about a conference in which 
the Department will be represented. The 
Civic Guards have been reinforced by 
means of drafts from country districts, 
and are on duty at those bakeries and 
breadshops which are picketed.

Forthcoming Irish Books 


There will be quite a lively autumn this 
year in the Irish publishing world. . We 
shall get, more or less.im a bunch, such 
books of outstanding interest as ;:-—Miss 
Dorothy MacArdle’s “The Irish Re- 
public,” a full-length history, with an 
introduction by President de Valera; Mr. 
Ernest O’Malley’s “ On Another Man’s 
Wound,”’ which, so I am told by one er 
two critics who have read the proofs, is 
going to be the best-seller of the.season, 
purely on its merits as a bit of vigorous 
autobiography ; we shall have Miss Kate 
O’Brien’s. new novel, “‘Mary Lavelle,” 
and a further novel of the Irish Rebellion, 
“Death. is so Fair,” by Louis L. 
D’Alton. Dr, Oliver St, John Gogarty's 
& As I was Walking Down Sackville 
Street” will probably appear in the 
United States before it comes out im 
London. In October Conor O’Brien wii! 
give us a boy’s book, “Sea Findings,” 
illustrated by Katherine Clausen. A 
very useful book that reminds us of the 
days when Lrish writers took so much of 
their inspiration. from the old Celtic 
world is Dr. Tom Peete Cross’s ‘‘ Ancient 
Irish Tales ’’—translations direct from the 
originals. Robert Lynd gives us a book 
of essays, ‘‘I Tremble to. Think,” and 
Francis Carty and Rearden Conner prove 
their popularity by going into cheap 
editions this month, 


Fishermen's “Gales 


Now that the fishing season is drawing 
to a close our angling friends should be 
returning from their labours full of tall 
tales of the monsters they have ‘just 
missed.’’ Usually they tell of deep-water 
giants that come up from their lairs to 
have a peep at the outer world, and in- 
cidently rob the unfortunate anglers of 
flies, casts and lines. This year, how- 
ever, the fishing raconteurs are confining 
themseives to the strange coincidence. A 
friend, who has just returned from Con- 
nemara, tells me that while fishing in one 
of the largest lakes a trout—just an or- 
dinary “ good trout,’’ but still a pirate, 
seized the fly, and made off with his whole 
cast. Later in the day he returned to 
another part of the lake, but this time 
he was lucky enough to land a catch, and 
to ‘his amazement he discovered that the 
fish was his marauder of'a few hours back. 
There in its tail were the three flies and 
the cast! Another unusual storv comes 
from a member of Hermitage Golf Club, 
who tells me that some time ago when 
playing round the course he came across 
a pool, some distance from the river, in 
which was a large living trout, caught 
through the jaw by a furniture spring. 
Both are now to be seen in the club- 
house, and many are the opinions ex- 
pressed thereon. Some hold that the 
fish was ‘‘planted’’ by one of the 
““wags,” but the average belief is that 
it was washed up and stranded during 
the high floods. How it came to chew 
a furniture spring however, Is rather 
remote, but there is always the possi- 
bility that in his marooned state the poor 
fish was prepared to eat anything!

An Irish Ballet 


The reception given to Miss Sarah 
Payne’s first ballet interpretation of 
“ Aghadoe”’ proved that the dance 
recitative made a great appeal to the 
audience. ‘Those of 
us: who remember 
Sara Allgood’s sing- 
ing of this tragic 
poem had formed our 
conception of the 
power of the ballad, 
which is aroused by 
the restraint of the 
peasant giri’s grief. 
Perhaps, any other 
experiment or phase 
of Irish music would 
have been less 
Russian and more 
Irish, such as the 
fairy songs or the in- 
terpretation of other 
emotions. One of the characteristics of 
Irish people is reserve. This was the note 
of the Irish schocl of acting, which has 
influenced the Theatre in other countries. 
While the dancing and mime in Miss 
Payne’s sketch were beautifully conceived 
and well .executed, ‘‘ Aghadoe,’’ I feel, 
was badly chosen as a theme. But one 
welcomes Miss Payne’s effort to establish 
an Irish ballet. and that she can do so 
she has adequately displayed in the 
dancing and the reading of the episode. 


The House of Granard 


The celebrations in honour of Viscount 
Forbes in Co. Longford this week link the 
family to the people of.the district. The 
title of the eldest son of Lord Granard is 
a courtesy one, given to the second baronet 
in 1628; for the origin of the family is 
Scottish. Sir Arthur Forbes was a zealous 
supporter of the Royal cause in Scotland, 
and was appointed as Marshal of the 
Army in Ireland. The peerage dates from 
1684. The present Earl of Granard, whose 
heir has just come of age, was until 
recently Master of the Horse, a post which 
he had held since 1905. In 1906 he was 
sent as Special Ambassador to the foreign 
Courts to announce the accession of King 
George’ V. After serving in the War, 
when he commanded the Royal Irish 
Regiment, he was Military Secretary to 
the Commander-in-Chief. In 1918 he was 
appointed Food Controller in Ireland, and 
on the ratification of the Treaty became 
one of the first Senators in the Irish Free 
State. Lord and Lady Granard have a 
house in London, Forbes House, and 
another home in the Rue de Varenne, in 
Paris. They spend the hunting season 
and a great part of the year in Ireland 
when they reside at Castle Forbes.

in the Dail yesterday, Mr. 
JAMES DILLON (U.1., Donegal) said 
that the Government had got to make up its 
mind as to whether the iv League was 
right or wrong. The whole of Nationalist 
Ireland supported the Land ause 
they believed in the three F’s—fixity ot 
tenure, fair rent and freedom of sale. The 
Land Bill of 1936 demanded that fixity of 
tenure should be abandoned by those who 
used to be the tenant-farmers of Ireland 
and who were not the tenant-purchasers, 

He said that no Minister for Lands nor 
the Land Commission ever should have power 
to take the tenant-purchaser off his land and 
give it to his neighbour. There was not 
enough land in this country te provide fully 
economic holdings for the ple who lived 
by the land. Therefore, those who elected 
to live on the land must make up their minds 
that they could not hope for so high a 
standard of living as they might enjoy in 
some other calling. He wished to see the 
people on the land constitute a bulwark of 
freedom and democracy. He did not wish to 
see them the slaves of. either Nazism vor 
Communism, He did not wish a Fine Gael 
farmer to be able to hope to take his Fianna 
Fail neighbour’s land from him, nog vice 
aired. 


OPPOSITION CRITICISED 


Mr. F. MacDERMOT (Ind.) said that a 
serious case could be made against ‘this bill 
the speeding up of land distribution so 
long as the economic war continued. So 
long as land was artificially depressed in 
price it was not fair to farmers that officials 
should judge their capacity as farmers or 
their title to continue in their holdings on 
the basis of what they could do under the 
present handicaps The number of persons 
clamouring for land was enormous, and he 
hardly believed that iand distribution could 
be held up even because of the economic war, 
hard to reconcile the utterances of 
several members of the Opposition. The 
Opposition had voted against the bill before 
a single line of it had been available, and 
that fact put one on one’s guard against their 
subsequent ttatements. Absolute fixity of 
tenure could not ex'st with a policy of com 
pulsory acquisition, because the two policies 
irreconcilable. 
The trouble with regard to fixity of tenure 
ninety per cent. ental. He did not 
believe in actual fact that the Land Commis- 
was creating iniustices to any great 
extent. No adequate evidence had been 
t to him that injastices had been com- 
mitted. ‘The first saferuard against it. was 
public opinion, and public opinion would not 
stand for a wholesale upsetting of fixity of 
tenure. Personally he would wish to see 
anyone giving an adequate amount of em- 
ployment on the land being protected from 
deprivation of land to the extent that if they 
were so deprived they weuld be given an 
alternative holding of equal value. The 
effective úrineple was that the ‘and should be 
well nsed. ord as an individualist he believed 
that it was not a good thing for the present 
(;overnment to be constantly interfering with 
the way a man worked his land. As to fears 
and threats cf civil war and revolution, as 
suggested by Deputy Dillon if the bill went 
through. he remembered that much the same 
was said of the 1925 bill. He did not 
anticipate any injustice now or in the future, 
and he believed that the present bill intro- 
duced no novel principle, but was lecitimately 
brought in for the remdval of obstaclés to a 
srnooth working of the Land Commission, He 
reluctantly supported any land bill for the 
accuisition of land during the economic war 
but he felt. obliged to suppo"”t the present 
bill. 


NOTICES TO FARMERS 


Mr MARTIN RODDY (U.1L, Leitrim 
Figo) declared that farmers had no illusions 
as to what fixity of tenure meant. In many 
cases farmers had been turned out of their 
holdings, he knew of half-a-dozen cases in his 
own county within the past two or three years, 
Deputies must be aware that the resumption 
of land was proceeding all over the country 
and that many small farmers had been served 
with notices that officials of the Land Com- 
mission would inspect, their farms to ascertain 
the suitability of the land for re-division. 
There had not been one word about an ex- 
change of holdings. 

The Minister should give the country an 
idea of the extent of the congestion problem 
he had to deal with in order that the people 
could. judge whether the additional powers 
sought in the bill were necessary. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL (Mr. Conor 
Maguire) said the Ill was designed to do 
equity between holders of land in this 
country and put them all on the same footing. 
Deputy MacDermot had properly asked why 
the bill had gone through five stages without 
any. evidence having been produced to sup- 
port the wild charges made by the Opposition. 
The Land Commission would have to be 
trusted in this matter and he considered it 
outrageous to suggest that the bill under- 
mined the security of the farmers.

The congestion in certain parts et the 
country was a grave social evil that must be 
dealt with, In the 1923 Act the Jate Mr. 
Patrick Hogan had tried to get land for the 
relief of congestion, and had taken power to 
eee even purchase tenants.. Mr. Dillon 
had been trying to scare the people into the 
belief that the Government was doing some- 
thing that never had been done before. The 
1955 Land Act gave the ordinary working 
farmer more security than was given to him 
under the 1923 Act. 

‘“We ure merely confirming in 1936 what 
We attempted to do in 1933,” continued the 
Miúister. ‘‘ Where a man is a rancher or 
sets himself up as a new landlord, we will 
have power to go for that man and his land. 
and we will not be compelled to use the 1923 
Act powers over the lands of smaller farmers 
when land is needed for relief of congestion.”’ 

He maintained that whenever a social evil 
arose out of the use of land the people had a 
right to destroy the evil. . Particularly in the 
West of Ireland, there were tens of thousands 
of smallholders whose holdings were not even 
economic. At the same time there existed a 
small number of large landholders with more 
than £100 or £200 valuation, There was a 
certain amount of unemployment in the 
country and thirty thousand persons were 
being added to the population yearly. 

If the Land Commission was satisfied that 
a man was producing an adequate amount of 
agricultural produce and providing adequate 
employment, they could not touch his land. 
If, however, he was not working his land in 
the national interest, it could be taken from 
him. The present measure was largely a bill 
to dot the “i's” and cross the “t's” of 
what was attempted to be done under the 
1933 bill.

The Bull Island, as we know it to-day, has 
been formed in com ively. recent times. 
co ae published 100 years ago show a great 
difference in its configuration, and many of 
these alterations have taken place within the 
memory of persons at present living. 

I am not an expert in matters of this sort, 
but even ordinary intelligence is sufficient to 
warn one that any interference with the 
natural flow of the tides around the Bull 
Island might set up changes that would have 
far-reaching and disastrous consequences, not 
merely to the island itself, but even to the 
Port of Dublin. This aspect of the scheme, 
however, is a matter for the experts, with 
whom the decision and _ responsibility will 
rest. 

I wish to call attention to the esthetic view- 


point, and, even if somewhat lengthy, I feel 


that I cannot explain it better than by quot- 
ing an extract from an address which I de- 
livered to the Dublin Naturalists’ Field Club 
on January 16th :— 

“The need of a quiet retreat from noise 

becomes more necessary as middle age ap- 
roaches, and it is at this period of life that 
juman beings generally have the respon- 
sibilities of family life. The children are 
young, and the greatest pleasure of a normal 
parent is to spend a day with his family in 
peaceful surroundings at the seaside or in 
the country—I am referring, of course, to 
the city dweller. 

‘‘ In Dublin we are singularly fortunate in 
our surrounings, of which, I think, the North 
Bull Island at Dollymount is supreme as an 
ideal resort for the great army of workers in 
this city. 

“It has a beautiful strand ; it is segregated 
from noise; it is easily accessible, and a few 
pence will bring one from the centre of the 
city to its spaciousness. Some years ago 
‘The Irish Society for Protection of Birds,’ 
after much work, succeeded in its endeavours 
to have it scheduled as a sanctuary for wild 
life. The protection afforded was soon dis- 
covered by the birds and other animals, and 
it has become increasingly frequented by 
them. 

“ As a lover of nature 1 was horrified 
when 1 first read about the ‘ Blue Lagoon’ 
project, and breathed a sigh of relief when 
it appeared to be dead. 

"Recently the project has been again in 
the public eye. Branar has been brought 
on public opinion: and on the authorities, 
and specious arguments, such as relief of 
unemployment and the national pride, have 
been used in order to further this act of 
vandalism. 

“I feel that I am voicing the feelings of 
every member of this and kindred clubs and 
societies when I protest in the strongest 
possible manner against this outrageous pro- 
posal. I know that our opinion may not 
carry great weight: some people may regard 
us as faddists; but surely it is a crime that 
a beautiful place, to which the citizens may 
resort with their families and enjoy peace 
and quietness, should be desecrated by the 
vulgarity of the showman and. the harsh, 
strident noises of the speed boat. 

“Care for the amenities in the life of its 
citizens should take first lace in the 
counsels of our Corporation, and the destruc- 
tion of such amenities on the North Bull 
should not be tolerated by anyone who has 
true instincts and wide vision for the welfare 
of the community. The increase of the popu- 
lation, due to building, on the north side of 
the city makes the Bull more vital than ever 
before, and I earnestly appeal to our civic 
authorities to prohibit this ill-conceived 
scheme.’’—Yours, etc.,

Dear Sir,—As intimated in a recent letter 
to the daily Press, the Metropolitan Marine 
Lake Conference have noted, with surprise 
and regret, that the favourable position 
reached some months ago in the negotiations 
between the Corporatio. and the Government 
Inter-Departmental Committee for the outlay 
of £278,000 on the proposed lake, with the 
addition of new roads and esplanades, has 
heen jeopardised by the unwillingness of the 
Municipal Council to meet maintenance costs. 
You estimate such costs at £5,000 annually, 
while making no compensating allowance for 
direct and indirect revenues, which would be 
derived in increasing degrees from the under- 
taking. 

As evidence that somewhat analagous 
(though much more restricted and propor- 
tionately much more costly) undertakings re- 
sult in substantial revenues, my Committee 
— that you will be good enough to place 
before the Municipal Council the following 
extract from a letter, dated the 7th inst., 
from the Town Clerk of Southport :— 

“ The area of the Marine Lake, South- 
port, is 42 1-3 acres, and cost in its con- 
struction £51,733, and is leased to a local 
company. The receipts from boating, etc., 
are first paid into a suspense account, 
and out of these receipts the wages of 
ticket clerks nenintell by the Corpora- 
tion) are paid, and the balance appor- 
tioned between the company and the Cor- 
poration. The company pay the wages of 
the boatmen. For the year 1835-36 the 
Corporation’s share of the receipts was 
£2,447. The Corporation are responsible 
for the maintenance and upkeep of the 
lake, and these outlays during the year 
referred to amounted to £1,087 i 

While Southport enjoys the benefit of large 
neighbouring populations it is to be remem- 
bered that Blackpool, New Brighton and 
many other seaside resorts provide competi- 
tive attractions, whereas the proposed Dolly- 
mount-Sutton Lake (more than twenty times 
the area of the Southport enclosure) would 
provide an unrivalled attraction in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Dublin. 

Whilst my Committee note that the South- 
i undertaking is jointly managed by the 
orporation and a company, they do not feel 
disposed to est that such an arrangement 
would suit conditions in Dublin. They, how- 
ever, offer the suggestion that construction 
and administration might with advantage be 
placed.in the hands of a joint board, ap- 

inted partly by the Government (as the 

est contributor to the construction out- 
lay) and partly by the Municipal Council. 

e géneral principle of such method of con- 

trol my Committee suggest already exists in 
the constitution of the Electricity Supply 
Board and of other semi-State under- 
takings.

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Intervention in Spain 


There seems to be little doubt that the 
Spanish insurgents are obtaining help 
from outside. These reports of the 
presence of German and Italian aero- 
planes in one or another part of Spain are 
too numerous, and are substantiated by 
too much evidence, to be disregarded any 
longer. When an Italian machine crashed 
in French Morocco a fortnight ago, giving 
away the destination of its five com- 
panions, the world was prepared to over- 
look the incident—especially since Signor 
Mussolini disclaimed all responsibility. 
The latest evidence of foreign intervention 
cannot be overlooked. A recent message 
from Seville, one of the headquarters of 
the rebels, declares that twenty heavy 
Junker machines and five German pursuit 
‘planes have arrived there for General 
Franco's use, together with seven Caproni 
machines from Italy. It is said that 
altogether sixty Germans and twelve 
Italians are at present in Sevills, Many 
of them are military pilots ; others, on ex- 
cellent authority, are claimed to be ex- 
peris in various branches of the art of 
war. The German Consulate in Seville 
actually has admitted the presence of army 
pilots, but insists that their function is to 
train Spanish airmen in the uss of the 
machines, and not to fly against the 
Government's Whatever the 
function of these foreigners may be, their 
presence amounts to a breach of inter- 
national law by Germany and Italy—a 
breach which may have disastrous con- 
sequences. It is bad enough that the con- 
stitutional Government of Spain should

Persistent rumours prevail in London 
that the Spanish rebels are obtaining 
munitions of war from some foreign sourc 
News is forthcoming of the presence of 
several ‘‘ mystery ships ” off the north of - 
Spain, cruising close to the coast; and it 
is believed that they are loaded with war 
material for use against the Government 
forces. That some importance is attached 
to the appearance of vessels in those waters 
is revealed by the desperate efforts which 
the insurgents are making to break 
through to the coast, and so to open the 
way for supplies from the sea. It is re- 
ported from Madrid that there is evidence 
there of a written agreement between thie 
rebels and an unnamed foreign Power, but 
very little credence is placed in that story. 


Pilots of the R.A.F. 


The Royal Air Force is making 
strenuous efforts to provide a great reserve 
of pilots to meet the requirements of the 
expansion scheme. Class A Reserve will 
have to undergo twelve months’ intensive 
training, when they will be appointed to 
the acting rank of Pilot Officer, which 
rank will be 
service. The other scheme is a Voluntecr 
Reserve. It will embrace pilots and other 
classes, but will be open only {> men in 
civil life. The minimum period of service 
is five years. Previous experience of flying 
is unnecessary, since those who join this 
class will be given their flying training 
at aerodromes which will be established 
in the vicinity of important towns and 
areas with large populations. There wil! 
be a network of these centres throughout 
the country. Flying instruction will be 
arranged to allow pilots to train at t 
week-ends, in the evenings, and at other 
convenient times. There will be an 
annual compulsory,camp of fifteen days. 
A retaining fee of £25 a year will be paid, 
together with appropriate pay and allow- 
ances during camp, and opportunities wii! 
be afforded of obtaining promotion to 
permanent commissioned rank. The Air 
Force expects to build up a reserve of 
pilots at the rate of 1,000 every year. 


A Labour Campaign 


After only a brief holiday the Labour 
movement will make a great drive in the 
country—particularly in the agricultural 
districts—to whip up new adherents. Its 
spokesmen will fasten on to the agricul- 
tural areas, in the hope of making as much 
political capital as possible out of the new 
insurance regulations, now that the farm 
workers are brought within the Insurance 
Act, and they will engineer the - means 
test as the best peg on which to hang 
propaganda.

Sefior Zulueta was, it may be recalled, 
appointed as Ambassador to the Holy See 
by the first Spanish Provisional Govern- 
ment after the revolution, but he did not 
then obtain the agreement of the Vatican 
On his last nomination, however, the Holy 
See consented to receive his letters of 
credence. 

His Counsellor, Sefior Angel de la Mora, 
and the First Secretary, Seftor J. 
Estrada, are both unfavourable to the 
Madrid Government, and have resigned 
their posts. The situation is complicated 
by the fact that these two diplomatists 
have their living apartments in the 
Embassy. 

The position seems to be that Sefior

After referring to Soviet support of the 
Spanish Government, the Diplomatische 
Korrespondenz says :— 

‘It can, therefore, hardly be surprising 
if the suspicion is aroused that the mili- 
tary machine which the Soviet is in pro 
cess of creating is not exclusively intended 
for defence purposes, which, naturally, 
cannot fail to make a deep impression in 
Germany. 

“ This fact is all the more serious since 
the increase in the Soviet Army does not 
appear to take into consideration in any 
way the general European atmosphere. 

‘In Point Five of the London under- 
standing Britain, France and Belgium ex- 
pressed the wish that, in so far as progress 
was made with the Western Pact, other 
questions of wider extent affecting Euro- 
pean peace should be opened up and 
settled. 

‘‘Among these questions Britain 
reckoned that of armaments, and Mr. 
Eden, in the House of Commons, expressly 
declared that it would be the duty of 
Governments to ensure that every oppor- 
tunity was utilised to promote a limitation 
of armaments. He added that he was full 
of hope that the opportunity would come 
sooner than many thought. 

“If, then, on the one hand there are 
approaches to undersianding, but on the 
other uninterrupted rearmament, one 
cannot avoid the impression that such 
measures threaten to wreck the possibilities 
of peace, and to bring a disturbing factor 
into the forthcoming negotiations.”’ 

In a decree published on Tuesday it was 
notified that the Soviet Army is being 
increased by about 50 per cent. to, roughly, 
2,000,000 men in the next four years.

It required the co-operation of the Govern- 
ment and an intelligent understanding of 
political problems, such as had not been 
much in evidence in the past for a long 
period. 

Democtacy had degenerated because 
under th party system various evils came 
into play. One of the evils was that 
opponents were not given fair play. Mean 
suggestions about them became current. 
Tricks of various Rinds had been de- 
veloped, and would continue to be de- 
veloped where they were dealing with 
human minds and human _ ingenuity. 
These tricks had developed in other 
democracies, until finally the people got 
so sick of them and the party system that 
they were prepared to accept dictation 
from an individual strong enough to 
obtain power. That had happened in 
Europe in relatively recent times. 


SHIBBOLETHS BANNED 


In this country, if they believed in 
democracy, they must accept the funda- 
mental principles in regard to its work- 
ing, and must try to obtain an intelligent 
insight into public affairs, and must close 
their eyes and ears to mere shibboleths 
and catch-cries. 

The first thing an intelligent democracy 
must do was to restrain itself and use its 
reason, born out of experience, and. its 
enthusiasm. It was to unite in one move- 
ment the wisdom and experience that had 
been gained in the struggle for Irish free- 
dom from 1916, and the enthusiasm of 
those young people who could only read or 
hear about that struggle, that Fianna Fail 
had been founded—to enable this nation 
to march forward to the commonly 
accepted goal. 

He said commonly accepted goa], and he 
meant that it was accepted by Fianna Fail, 
Fine Gael (or so they stated), and by the 


section of the Republicans who had not 
gone with them when Fianna Fail was 
founded, and who, wnfortunately, had 
made attempts at that time to make the 
movement impossible, and who to-day 
were, unfortunately, doing not a little to 
retard the progress which otherwise could 
be made. 


FIANNA FAILS GOAL 


What was that goal? There was no use 
in expressing it in narrow terms, because 
if he did so it would not be accepted. But 
if he expressed it in broad terms it was 
generally accepted. And the broad terms 
were these: that this nation must have the 
same rights and must govern itself, 
manage its own affdits ‘internally and 
define its external relations with the same 
right and freedom that any other country 
in the world had. 

There were a number of people in this 
country who had been in the habit of say- 
ing recently that he had deceived 
republicans. Now he wanted to get the 
aim of the nation expressed in the widest 
meaning and the widest terms for every- 
body who accepted that aim, and that was 
the Republican aim. They had to face 
that problem before 1916, and it had then 
been agreed that the aim of Sinn Fein was 
to get international recognition of the 
Irish Republic. 


THE REPUBLIC 

The Republic signified, in a single word 
that could be understood by everybody— 
and it was the shortest, simplest and the 
most easily understandable way of saying 
it—that they wanted complete freedom in 
this country, not for a part of it, but 
for the whole island. hat was what 
Fianna Fail was aimipa at, and every 
section of the community which had that 
aim could go in with Fianna Fail in 
marching towards the goal to which they 
were endeavouring to lead the nation. 


Government, He said that 


legitimate because the vast majority of 


the people had accepted it, not because it 
came to them from Britain, but because 
every part of it they used, they used in 
their own inherent right. It was very 
important to let those Republicans who 
had not come in with Fianna Fail under- 
stand that they were not asked to do any- 
thing save to accept the decision of the 
Irish ponte, really given.

the 26 Counties—had the right to choose 
its representatives in Parliament, and that 
that Parliament had the right to make a 
law, and that it was to the general interest 
of the community to live under that law, 


PROBLEM OF THE NORTH 


They had difficult problems to solve, 
and the greatest of these were partition 
and their relations with Great Britain and 
the Commonwealth. If they were going 
to lead the nation to the solution of these 
they must try te find out some way in 
which it could be done. 

There was a section in the North who 
were not prepared at present to come inte 
an All-Ireland Parliament, no matter what 
its relations with Great Britain might be. 
That was a factor in the situation, and 
they could not reach their goal unless some 
method could be found by which they 
would be able to bring about the unity of 
the country, and get a satisfactory rela- 
tionship between themselves and Great 
Britain and the Commonwealth. 

oe to the beet sugar industry, 
Mr. de Valera said that it might be necess 
sary to add another factory in some other 
part of the country to meet their require< 
ments. They were by no means at the end 
of their programme, and their programme 
had not been a failure.

the House, Professor J. M. O’SULLI.- 

VAN (U.L, Kerry) said that he aid 
not think that in many years the House had 
ever been asked to adjourn in a period of 
greater uncertainty than now. They had 
heen asked to adjourn for some months— 
months that in many ways might be as decisive 
for the future of this country as they were 
Jed to believe. Uncertainty in protavery 
every sphere that affected the life of the 
State—nuncertainty as to the future of the 
national status: uncertainty as to the future 
economic prospecs; more uncertainty then 
usual as to the principal industry of the 
country. It seemed to have been the delibe- 
rate policy of the Government to do nothing 
to allay, but everything to increase that 
uncerta.nty. 

What was the policy of the Government 
as regards the economic war! The Vice- 
President on all occasions, especially during 
the last couple of years, had encouraged the 
idea. that there was going to be a settlement. 
On the other band. unless the fact had 
become definitely established, and people 
could physically see the negotiations going 
on. the President had denied the existence of 
any negotiations. Whén was the settlement 
going to he made? Surely the time had 
come, when the war had been going on for 
four vears, te let the people know on what 
lines he intended to settle it, and what were 
the obstacles to a settlement, and why he 
could not meet the desires not merely of 
the country, but of highly-placed members of 
his own party’ 


AGRICULTURAL POLICY 


Turning to the agricultural policy of 
Government, he said that there was ti 
game uncertainty. What, he asked. was tae 
policy af the Government #s regards the 
cattle industry. At one period it was to 
increase the number of cattle; then they were 
told there must be less cattle, and recently 
they. heard the Minister for Agricuiture 
boasting thet w were exporting more cattle. 
Was it not the deliberate tactics of the 
Government te play fast and loose, not 
merely with the reson-ces ef the prosperity 
and safety of the conntry. but to play fast 
and loose with the credulity of the people 
of the country. | 

He asked what was the policy oí the 
Government in regard to the Commonwealth 
That ouvestion had been asked them again 
and egain, It had been put to them by the 
Republicans, and they had refused to answer. 
Their orly answer was, “‘ Wait and see. 
Ii the Government had a policy in 4 oe to 
that question did they think it in keeping 
with their new professions of democracy to 
keep it secret’ The one idea of the Govern 
ment was iuterference—interference with 
agriculture, horse-hreeding, manuíacturng 
and salesmanship. The result was that the 
country was in a state of uncertainty. 


FEAR OF COMMUNISM 


His party had often to point out that no 
matter what the individual views of members 
of the Government might be, the policy thee 
had adopted, if it was not leading to Com 
munism, was at least smoothing the way tu 
Communism. 

Mr. O'SULLIVAN said that Mr. Norton 
had said that the Labour Party knew the 
danger of Communism, and never had ó; 
association with it. He now publicly cha 
lenged the Attorney-General to say the same 
of some members of the Fianna Fail Party, 
who had openly trucked with Communism 
and adyceated it. 


MINISTERS’ SPEECHES 


Mr. W. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) 
referred to what he termed “the recent 
historical speeches made by the President 
and his Ministers.’’ They had all read what 
he heard called the ‘“ Hamer Greenwood 
speech made by the Minister for Finance, 
when he dealt with a prisoner held in the 
hands of the Government and had pre- 
judged correctly his trial at the Military 
Wyibunal. They had also the speech from 
the President threatening a general election 
if Fianna Fail was not returned at the by- 
elections. The President had also stated that 
the new Constitution would be submitted to 
the people, and in another speech he said that 
it was likely to be referred to the people by 
referendum. What was the policy of the 
Government with regard to the Constitution ? 
Was it decided to restore the referendum 
machine ! 

The Government, when they came into 
office, promised that they had a very definite 
plan which they were prepared to put into 
operation to solve the nnemployment problem. 
Had the Government made any progress 
towards solving the orgs ’ Had ali the 
72,000 persons who had been put off the 
register as a result ot the two period orders, 
found useful work—and. if so. for how long? 
How much of the £2,500.000 had been 
allocated to the different debts of the State 
for the peepee of financing works, and how 
many people were at the present time in 
work as a result of the spending of that 
money ? 

He also referred to the present position 
of the farmers, and said that they would 
work the land better if they had greater 
credit facilities. He asked when the report of 
the Banking Commission would be abailable, 
and referred to the rates of iyterest charged by 
Agricultural Corporation. The Government 
was able to borrow money as low as 34 per 
cent., but the Corporation was charging rates 
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of 5 per cent. and 6 per cent. That was not 
the way to meet the reasonable needs oí the 
farmers. 

Mr. -Davin, continuing, said that the 
Government had conjonad the lowering of 
the standard of wages paid in State-aided 
schemes. 

Mr, Davin drew attention to newspaper 
reports of the horror of conditions in Spain— 
" the murder of priests aud nuns and other 
Catholic citizens.”” The Free State had diplo- 
matic representatives, and he would like to 
know whether any inquiries had been made 
through the usual diplomatic channels; as to 
whether there was any ground for these 
‘* blood-curdling “ reports, and whether any 
protest had been made by the Free State 
fiovernment to the Government responsible 
for conditions in Spain If conditions there 
were as bad as reported in the Press it was 
the duty of the Free State Government to 
protest.

Mr MacDermot replied that over before 
would he have thought that the Opposition 
would object if the Government agreed to 
pay part of what the British claimed.

THE BAN ON THE I.R.A, 


Dealing with the Government's ban on 
the LR.A. Mr. MacDennot said that Mr. 
de Valera had been attacked “from various 
quarters—including Labour quar‘ers—for 
having a political murder case tried before 
the Military Tribunal, If a. political murder 
case was not to be tried before it, there 
was no use in its existence, Everyone in 
the House knew that a _ political murder 
case could not be tried satisfactorily before 
a jury in this country owing to the amount 
of intimidation that existed. 

“If everyone is to attack a Government 
for using such machinery for the trial of 
olitical murder, it must not be those why 
Mh done less than any other party to 
create a horror of political murder in the 
minds of the people of this country. Those 
who have spent a large portion of their 
time educating public opinion, denouncing 
crime, denouncing the use of arms: against 
the Stave, and denouncing violence--such 
people might be entitled to object to 
the use of such machinery as a Military 
Tribunal, although [ should think thew 
wrong in doing so. But people 
who never stirred a finger, who sought 
thé popularity of conniving at everything the 
1.R.A. did ‘and never denounced anything 
that needed denouncing—those are not the 
people who ean be listened to when they 
come to complain of the use of special 
machinery in se “sló with political crime.” 


THE LABOUR PARTY 


Mr. WILLIAM NORTON (Lab.; Kildare)

Their con- 
stant cries were: ‘‘ Home Rule means Rome 
rule’’ and ' Home Rule means separatior ”’ 
The first had been proved to be unfounded ; 
not: only did the Church not attempt to 
dominate their counsels in the Dail, but there 
was no country in the world where there was 
less religious intolerance, and responsible 
spokesmen of the Protestant minority in the 
Free State were eager to testify as much 
to their Northern co-religionists, The second 
cry of ' Home Rule means separation ”’ 
could be shown to be unfounded. It was 
entirely up to this country. Bigotry and 
prejudice died hard, but they must die in 
time if all foundation for them was to be 
removed. There would be a psychological 
revolution in the Free State if it were ra Ns 
that the country was free to secede from the 
Commonweslth; there would be a similar 
in Northern Ireland if it were 
seen that, being free to secede, all important 
parties in the Free State were agreed on the 
desirability of not seceding and were pre- 
weir to accept the responsibilities and 
oyalties of Coinmonwealth partnership as 
well as its benefits. : 

in all relevant senses the Northern question 
was a facial question. There was a facial 
problem in Canada: there was a racial 
problem in South Africa. How had these 
countries dealt with it?. The Dutch had a 
long Republican tradition, but they wanted 
to see. their country flourish materially. and 
spiritually. They had seen a way to do it 
without sacrificing an iota of liberty; they 
had taken over the Kinz as their own King, 
and not as the King of a foreign nation.

Imperial Conference “they 
should net only make a more dignified figure 
than in hanging about the back-stairs. but 
thev would’ take a big step fotward towards 
unity. 


THE CONWAY CASE

Mr. P. MeGILLIGAN (U.I., Nationel ,Uni- 
versity), referring to the speech of Deputy 
MacDermot, said tlfat Mr. MacDermot had 
not had his roots here for vears, and did not 
speak with either the sincerity or the material 
practical mind of a man who knew that what- 
ever mess the country got into he would have 
to stay and have his life acd being in it.

GALWAY 


The President, speaking in Galway the 
other night, criticised the doctrines held by 
a lady who up to recently was one of his 
deluded followers, and arrogated to himeelf 
the powers to question her.. The President 
was again against murder; the President was 
again against anybody condoning murder. 
the condonation that was alleged against 
Miss MacSwiney was that she said that if 
anybody was shot by the I.R.A., they were 
shot as spies. Was that condoning murder? 
In the month of November, 1931, the Presi- 
dent was not content with speechmaking, He 
ave an interview to a representative of the 

Inited Press of America, which was released 
on November 12 of that year He said that 
the politicians of the Cosgrave régime were 
feverishly trying to work up a scare. What 
was the scare? Certain recent happenings 
had provided them with as good an oppor- 
tunity as they had been seeking. Remember 
Miss MacSwiney’s phrase was that anybody 
shot by the 1.R.A, was shot for being a spy. 
The President alleged that that statement was 
a condonation of, and admission of, and an 
attempt to justify murder, 

Continuing, Mr. McGilligan said that Mr. 
de Valera’s interview continued: ‘‘ Certain 
recent happenings had provided them with just 
the opportunity they had been seeking. Last 
January a young man was shot for being, it 
was said, a. Government agent provocateur 
acting among the I.R.A. In March a police 
officer was shot in Tipperary. In July another 
man was shot who, it was said, had been led 
by the police into giving information regard- 
ing his comrades.”’ Was that, asked Mr. 
McGilligah, condonation? It Mies MacSwiney 
was condoning and attempting to justify the 
murder of Egan at Dungarvan, was not the 
President's interview an attempt to justify 
and condone the murders of Carroll, Curtin 
and Ryan? 


RECOGNISING THE COURT 


One of the things that Michael Conway 
did was to refuse to recoqnise the Court, a 
practice landed by the Minister for Finance 
when speaking on the Protection of Juries 
Act. in 1929. atid said it was a procedure 
sanctified bv all the martyrs in Irish history, 
while the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
said that the Act would bring the law into 
contempt and disrepute, and that he hoped 
some man would be found strong enough 
to bring it into contempt, and if such a man 
were not found, he would be prepared to 
do it himself by refusing to recognise the 
Court. There was another case in which a 
man, armed, and with murder in his heart, 
broke into a house, but the owner of the 
house defended himself, and that man was 
paraded before the Courts on a charge of 
being in possession of arms without a per. 
mit. He got six months, which was spent 
in hospital. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL intervened to 
say that that case occured about four years 
ago, and was dealt with during hig absence 
from the country. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that was right, 
and the difference was that it happened 
in 1932. and this was 1936. It took more 
assassinations of a foul type to bring the 
Attorney-General to the point of view he 
apparently now held. He (Mr. McGilligan) 
had raised that case several times in the 
Dail and was met with four years of silence 
by the Attorney. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that 
when he explained the matter to Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald-Kenney, that Deputy, who had fre- 
quently raised the matter, did not refer to 
it again, He agreed that he had made no 
statement in the House. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—The Attorney-General 
could have communicated with me, or have 
gone to a public meeting and made a state 
ment on the matter in the samie way that the 
Minister for Finance had made a statement 
on the case of Michael Conway. The 
Attorney-General might then have had the 
satisfaction of bringing himself up for con- 
tempt of Court as well as the Minister for 
Finance. He saw in a paper recently that 
the Attorney-General was threatened. He 
could see great reason for certain people in 
this country being threatened, The Attorney- 
General had spent his time recently in trying 
to suppress “An Phoblacht,” a paper in 
which he once appeared, and to which lie sent 
a subscription for tho party, stating that he 
would never serve the lrish: Free State. It 
was a good thing that they should get a 
definite, clear-cut condemnation of murder, 
but they had not got it yet. If they had it 
certainly was not before August 11. 


THE OLD AND THE NEW 


Miss MacSwiney. he continued, was held 
up to the publie odium and scorned because 
she talked about the 1.R.A. They were told 
now to make a distinction between the old 
1.R.A, and the LRA. that now exists, and 
Miss MacSwiney was implored not to use the 
word ‘‘spy”’ against the police, and not to 
create against the forces of this country the 
contempt which was bound to be created by 
calling them Imperial or British troops or 
forces. Who started all that? Who were 
the first people to call the men recruited in 
the people's Army “ Colonia] troops” but 
the men who were sitting opposite. The 
I.R.A. was now a murder gang, but the 
President did not say so mm 1951, when three 
murders were committed. He then said: 
“ These men are misguided, if you will, but 
they are brave men, anyhow.” and that if 
these men were responsible for the 
crimes, “let us appeal to them and ask 
them in (God's name not to do it.”

O'Kelly edited a paper called Te Nation he 
put in a notice from a correspondent applaud

Continuing, Mr. McGILLIGAN said that 
the I.R.A. was tolerated and petted as long 
as it was useful, but at this moment, when 
it looked as if the President were going to 
make a swerve one way or another, they 
had a new policy announced against the 
LR.A. They were no longer the friends of 
the Govecnment, and were to be ‘‘squelched.”’ 
The President was not merely against 
murder, but he was so against it that ne 
would allow a Minister to go on a public 
platform and prejudice a trial. One might 


‘welcome the change of mind that had taken 


place in their repudiation of murder, but 
ople should be given the satisfaction of 
nowing that men were going to get a fair 
trial) before they were sent to death for 
murder, If there was no such eecurity hang 
ing might do more harm than good.

There was reference made, he added, to 
instructions issued by the Minister for De- 
fence to the I.R.A. The present “linister 
for Defence was Chief of Staff of the I.R.A. 
Was there any disgrace in that? He was 
Chief of Stalf even after the Free State 
was established, and was in a very important 
position before the Free State was 
established, when he risked his life every 
day, a thing which Deputy Mcfiilligan 
never did. In the 1921 period they did not 
start the fight against the State to tear 
down that State. ‘They had a pact arranged 
with both sides of the then parties in the 
Dail to wait for the next Government to 
be formed and the Dail to assemble when 
the civil war started. They repudiated the 
suggestion that they were responsible for 
starting the civil war.

They 
tried hard to bring down that Government, 
and they failed. It was no disgrace to 
them that they were beaten. They went 
to the people and asked the people to re- 
cognise them in that fight against not back- 
ing up that Government, and they were 
beaten. Then the murder of Kevin O’Hig- 
gins occurred, and President de Valera and 
several of those who were with him realised 
that that condition of affairs could not 
hot go on, and what to them was an im- 
portant decision waa arrived at. 

They came into that House, and afterwards 
they had taken the earliest opportunity of 
abolishing the Oath. When they came into 
the Dail t was a big and important break 
with their past. They had to remember those 
they had left behind them and those whom 
Mr. Cosgrave had left behind: for Mr. 
Cosgrave was as much a Republican as they 
were at one time. They could not expect 
everybody to. make the same change at the 
same ‘time, and there were men, he was sure, 
who did not see now as they saw, and as 
Mr. Cosgrave had seen earlier, that certain 
actions that were taken were wrong and mis- 
gurded, and the Government had been for- 
bearing and patient, and they hoped still to 
show forbearance and patience, bui not with 
murder. Never was there any forbearance 
shown v h murder since they came into office 
or before it. It was extraordinary to find 
Miss MacSwiney taken into the arms of the 
Opposition. She was now the heroine of the 
Opposition. Michael Conway was the hero of 
Mr. McGilligan. 


THE BY-ELECTIONS 


Continuing, he said that the Opposition was 
going to get a very serious disappomtment 
with regard to these elections. They had 
acted as their friend, the /rizsh Times said. 
with indecent haste in rushing these elections 
before the bodies of thetr two deputies were 
cold in the clay, because Michael Conway was 
being tried and because the Government had 
proclaimed the I.R,A., and they had said ta 
themselves, ' Now is our chance.”

them now as outrageous, diabolical and uan- 
justifiable. It was amazing that they could 
find in 1936 a group oi men who could 
imagine that they were serving a good cause 
or promoting the cause of this country by 
murders of such a type.

As regards’ the ease of Michael Conway, 
he did not accept the concludons given by 
the President in his reply to the question on 
the matter, As one of the people invited by 
the President to study the cases which had 
come before the Military Tribunal, he was not 
satisfied with the President's self-complacency 
in that respect. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S 


REPLY 


The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that 
when one found Deputy Norten and Deputy 
McGilligan fishing in the same pool one 
gan to wonder how the. situation came 
ahout. The burden of Mr. McGilligan’s 
speech was that they had trifled with crime 
loo ‘~ag. and that they deserved no credit 
for their belated action. The task of 
tne Government was a delicate one, 
and when it was faced with a critical situa- 
tion which had to be met with firmness. 
They should at least expect from an Oppo- 
sition whieh had experience of Government 
some form of support, and similarly from the 
Labour Party they ‘expected more considera- 
tion, Every sensible man would realise that 
extraerdinary methods had to be used to 
meet the situation, .

Depity Norton was aware that jurors were 
intimidated. No Government had been more 
patient and given trial by jury a fairer 
chance than the present Government. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said he did 
not charge the Labour Party with being 
Communistic, but only warned them of the 
danger that organisations on the same lines 
as Labour had fallen into Communism in 
other countries. 


FREE STATE AND SPAIN 


Mr. P. BELTON (Ind.) said that during 
the yaór an Act was passéd imposing sanc- 
tions against a foreign country.

ith regard to Spain, Mr. BELTON said 
that that country now appeared to be ruled 
by priest-murderers and church-burners. 

“Our country,” he said, “has a trade 
agreement with these people, who do not 
now control half of Spain at the moment. 
They are condemned all over Europe. They 
are attacking net only Catholicity, but 
Christianity itself. It was Communism in 
its worst form, and this Government, which 
claim to be not only Christian, but Catholic, 
persists in a trade agreement with these 
scoundrels—giving them good eggs for bad 
oranges. 

“Spain is being paid for her oranges,” he 
continued, “but we are not sure of being 
paid for the eggs which we are exporting to 
that country. Even the clearance machinery 
has broken down, and that notorious 
scoundrel of Jewish origin, Bela Khun, was 
reported to have been in Spain for a number 
of months, organising and fomenting dis- 
putes in that unhappy land.’’ 

It is shame and di-grace to this country, 
continued the speaker, that the Government 
is going into recess for three months, leaving 
sanctions still om gy an Catholic Italy and 
maintaining trade relations and a most 
favoured national agreement with Spain. 

Mr. R. ANTHONY (Ind., Cork) said that 
this was a time when every honest, decent 
man in the country should stand four square 
behind the President and his Government in 
supporting the law for which that House was 
responsible.

OBITUARY 
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LORD BANBURY 
Lord Banbury of Southam, who died 


yesterday at his home, Warneford place, 

ighworth, Wilts., aged eighty-six, was 4 
former chairman of the Great Northern Rail- 
way, England. As Mr. Frederick George 
Banbury and afterwards as Sir Frederick 
Banbury, he sat in the House of Commons 
for thirty years continuously, representing 
the Packham division of Camberwell as Con 
servative from 1892 to 1906, and from th: 
latter year till 1924, when he was elevated to 
the peerage. he represented the City of 
London, He was created Baronet in 1902 
and was appointed a member of the Privy 
Council in 1916. In the House of Commons 

was said to have blocked more private 
members’ bills than any other man. 

Lord Banbury was known as a great lover 
of animals. or many years he was con- 
nected with the Royal Society for the Preven 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, and as a membe' 
ot in some heated 
incidents which sprang from a proposal to 
revise the rules of the society. In 1928 he 
failed to carry through the House of Lords 
a bill for empowering magistrates to refuse 
to grant a licence to any person who had 
been convicted of cruelty to dogs. 

Lord Banbury married, in 1873, 

Rosa, daughter of Thomas Barbot Beale, oí 
Brettenham Park, Suffolk, and had one son 
and one daughter. His son, Captain Charles 
William Banbury, was killed in action in 
1914. Lady ury died in 1930. The heir 
to. the title is Lord Banbury’s grandson, 
Charles William, who was born in May, 1915.

CARNATIONS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly /rish 
J'imes, the Garden Correspondent says :— 
Our own experience is that, instead of follow- 
ing the stereotyped instructions regarding 
pans or boxes, sandy soil, careful water- 
ing, shading, etc., the carnation-lover will 
be well advised to sow in the open ground 
at. the same time and in the same manner 
as his wallflowers and other biennials are 
raised, At the end of October the plants 
should be carefully lifted with a fork and 
dibbled into their flowering quarters, 
which, with us, were beds of clean, fresh, 


loamy soil, moderately manured, and free , 


from the wireworm, which is the deadly 
enemy of the carnation. The ung 
plants should be placed fairly close to- 
gether—say, eight inches apart—as it 
may be necessary when they show bloom 
to pull away any singles that appear 
amongst them.

FRESH WATER. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :— 

Flocks on the fields or on stubble should 
never be left without fresh water: a 
well-constructed fountain or water trough 
that is not easily spilled should be placed 
either in the house or in a shady place 
near it, and should be replenished at 
least. once daily. Not only will the health 
of the fowls, especially the Jaying hens 
and the turkeys, be immeasuraby im- 
proved by a few weeks on stubble—or. 
failing this, on grass fields—but the land 
will also benefit by their presence; for 
they will provide a valuable manure and 
will destroy insect pests.

It 
is the Institute of Physiotherapy and Physi- 
cal Culture, formed a year ago by the 
Commissariat of Health of the R.S.F.S.R. 
(Russian Socialist Federated Soviet Re- 
public). 

The Institute has three — The 
medical control department advises a would- 
be athlete on the choice of a sport he is 
most fitted to master. It also decides when 
an athlete has reached his best form, and 
when he may again take part in matches 
after an illness. It makes a study of all 
ati:letic types with a view to determining 
which are most suitable for the different 
kinds of sport. | 

Professor Ivanovsky, who is the head of 
the medical control department, does not 
claim that, a. the present stage-of its work, 
the Institute is able to choose infallibly the 
kind of sport that a person can become 
most proficient in, but he believes that such 
type selection will become fairly accurate in 
the near future. 

“We have compiled a mass of valuable 
material in the short time the Institute has 
been in existence,” he said to a representa- 
tive of a Moscow newspaper. “ But, as 
our material is daily becoming more com- 
plete, we achieve greater accuracy in our 
diagnosis of sport. types.” 

The therapeutic department of the Insti- 
tute cures cases of rheumatism, heart and 
digestive disorders, entirely by physical cul- 
ture methods. 

The traumatism department treats sports- 
men who have received serious injury and 
nurses them back to health in a combined 
hospital. and sanatorium attached to the 
Institute. There they are cared for until they 
are able to resume their ordinary athletic 
activities.

PATHETIC WICKLOW 
ACCIDENT

Willie climbed up the side of the 
waggon and pulled out the other pin. When 
he did that, the door fell on top of him. 

Dr. Gerald Costello, Rockcorry, Monaghan, 
who was on holidays at Kilcool, said that 
he went to the railway line near the station 
and saw the child, who was dead. In his 
—_" death was due to fracture of the 
skull.

day he had chased away boys who were climb- 
ing on the waggon. On Saturday evening he 
moved the waggon down from the goods store 
to the siding, so that it would be some dim- 
tance away from the station on Sunday, as 
children were always about the station on 
that afternoon.

The statistics of road omnibus services in 
the Free State show that during June last
